City Police Department, Police Chief 
Hit By Council On Overtime, Extras 


Circleville’s lawm akers becam e 
entangled at their meeting Tuesday 
night, first in problems of the city 
police force and later in parliam en­ 
tary steps required to solve some 
of them. 
The involved debate, passing 
through numerous stages in which 
no one claimed to have the full 
picture 
clearly 
in 
mind, was 
touched off first by an ordinance 
which would authorize hiring of 
two additional regular patrolmen. 
It was this question that ended in 
a parliam entary tailspin, requiring 
a ruling on the spot by City Solici­ 
tor George Gerhardt. He said the 
ordinance was defeated, by o n e 
vote, when an effort was made to 
pass it under suspension of t h e 
rules. 
Hardly had this issue been set­ 
tled, however, when Council plung­ 
ed into overlapping phases of the 
police pay and personnel question 
on the next ordinance offered. 
The m easure, eventually passed, 


authorized a transfer of $1,200 from 
the general fund to the “ fund for 
special police and overtime for po­ 
lice .”

MAIN WRANGLE began in rela­ 
tively quiet fashion when Mayor Ed 
Amey said the first ordinance was 
needed to raise the number of regu­ 
lar patrolmen from nine to 11.

Don Herr, 
associate agent of 
Pickaway County Farm Extension 
Service, reminded local farm ers 
Tuesday that they should plan now 
for rat-proofing their buildings. 
Herr is directing an anti-rat 
campaign sponsored by the ex­ 
tension unit. Bait being bought 
now will be placed Dec. IS is a 
county-wide crackdown on the 
rodents. 
Herr said that the cost of rat- 
proofing the entire farmstead, on 
many farm s in the county, would 
be less than the amount of damage 
caused by rats on the same prop­ 
erty in a single year. 
Herr elaborated in a statem ent 
as follows: 
• * « 


A RAT-PROOF farm is not nec­ 
essarily one in which the e n t i r e 
farm stead 
is absolutely proofed, 
but rather one where conditions are 
so unfavorable for any invading 
rats that they will either leave on 
their own accord or may easily be 
routed by man. The source of trou­ 
ble on almost any heavily infested 
farm can be traced directly to con­ 


ditions that furnish rats safe refuge 
near abundant food. 
In rat-proofing the farm stead, at­ 
tention should first be given to the 
premises outside the buildings and 
later to each building separately. 
Garbage unless fed directly to hogs 
o r poultry should be kept in cover­ 
ed cans. An incinerator should be 
used to dispose of trash and com­ 
bustible waste. 
Trash and combustible 
waste 
should be disposed of in an in­ 
cinerator and 
noncombustibles 
should be hauled away at fre­ 
quent intervals, as piles of this 
waste are potential rat harbors. 
Raised 
platforms 
at least 
18 
inches high should be provided to 
pile lumber or other m aterial that, 
if placed on the ground, would af­ 
ford shelter for rats. 
Two general principals that apply 
in all cases should be kept in mind 
when the rat proofing of any build­ 
ing is being considered. First, the 
outside of those parts of the build­ 
ing accessible to rats must be con­ 
structed of m aterials resistant to 
the gnawing of rats and all open­ 
ings must be either permanently 
closed or protected with doors, 
gratings or screens. 
Second, the interior of the build­ 
ing must provide no dead spaces, 
such as double walls, spaces be­ 
tween ceilings and floors, s t a i r - 
cases, boxed-in piping or any other 
places where rats might find safe 
harborage, unless they are perma­ 
nently saled with impervious m ate­ 
rials. 
All new buildings should be made 
rat-proof. When plans are drawn 
for a new building, the rat problem 
is frequently overlooked, usually 
bacause rats are not often present 


near sites selected for new struc­ 
tures. They are certain to come lat­ 
er and should therefore be taken 
into account. 
Modern buildings are so nearly 
rat proof that to make them com­ 
pletely so requires only slight and 
inexpensive changes. 
If builders would compare 
the 
cost of rat-proofing during con­ 
struction with the probable later 
cost of the damage rats could do to 
the contents of the building they 
would find the additional money 
spent a profitable investment. 
To assure delivery in time, bait 
must be ordered by Friday from 
one of 13 stores agreeing to serve 
as distribution points.

“ Even with help of reinforced 
type tire chains, speeds sholild be 
held to no more than 25 miles per 
hour on glare ice, and 35 miles per 
hour on hard packed snow to pro­ 
vide stopping performance equal to 
that obtained at 50 miles per hour 
on dry concrete,” the chief said. 
• « • 
WHILE URGING local motorists 
to avail themselves of chains when 
needed on snow or ice to avoid ac­ 
cidents and traffic delays, the chief 
offered a practical suggestion to re­ 
duce prem ature tire chain wear. 
‘‘Keep your chains tight,” 
he 
said. "Snug-fitting chains w e a r 
substantially longer than 
chains 
that are loose on any kind of sur­ 
face, but particularly on bare pave­ 
ment sections. 
" It’s not the w eight of the car or j 
wear that raises havoc with loose 


chains but the 
centrifugal force 
which 
slaps loose 
cross 
chains 
against 
the 
road 
surface 
with great force. They really don’t 
wear out so much as they break 
from ‘impact fatigue’." 
The chief concluded by pointing 
out that even with chains put on 
properly motorists still must re­ 
duce speeds for winter driving. 
"Mechanical aids help reduce ac­ 
cidents and help keep vehicles 
moving over snow and ice, but in 
the last analysis,” he said, " t h e 
motorist’s own sense of caution is 
the best safety device of all.”

operations, 
Councilman 
George Crites declared:

can show us how we re going to do 
it with the funds we have avail­ 
able. I know the smell from t h e 
dump has been terrible and 1 know 
the problem is urgent.”

However, Crites warned a bull- 
rtjozer would have to be used regu­ 
larly in the sanitary fill operations 
and such a plan would also involve 
a garbage c o 1 I e c tion system, 
“ which would mean an assessment 
on everybody in town.” He em pha­ 
sized it “ would have to be an as­ 
sessment, because any voluntary 
method just wouldn’t work.”

AS FOR A garbage collection 
setup that would go along with such 
a plan, Leist said rough estimates 
had been drawn. He figured the 
charge each month for garbage col­ 
lections from individual h o m e s 
would be about 75 cents, f r o m 
“smaller homes or maybe apart­ 
ments” about 60 cents, and from 
commercial houses $2.50 or $3.

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SLOWDOWN AT BONN 
ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND military 
unification of Western Europe, already pro­ 
ceeding at snail’s pace has been slowed 
further by the rebuff administered to Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer by the West German P ar­ 
liament. 
The Bundestag rejected Adenauer’s pro­ 
posal that November 26, 27 and 28 be set 
for the final readings of the “peace con­ 
tract” with the Western powers and t h e 
European Defense Community Treaty. 
These agreements, an integral part of 
American policy toward Europe, grant vir­ 
tual sovereignty to West Germany and, for 
the future, align West German troops with 
those of France, Italy and the Benelux na­ 
tions in a common defense against Soviet 
aggression. 
The setback is believed to be only tem­ 
porary. Various “technical” reasons were 
advanced for the adverse vote—in which 
members of the Chancellor’s own coalition 
joined. Among these reasons were: 
That a Foreign Affairs Committee report 
on the accords is not ready. 
That a Federal Supreme Court is still 
studying their constitutionality. 
That some Bundestag members were ir­ 
ritated by what they considered to be some­ 
what high-handed tactics of the Chancellor. 
Though eventual ratification is still con­ 
sidered certain by Adenauer supporters, 
this slow-up at Bonn must be considered in 
the light of similar dilatoriness, if not out­ 
right opposition, in the French Parliament. 
It is certain to have an effect when t h e 
new U. S. Congress takes up the m atter of 
more and more aid to Western Europe. 


KING WINTER 
NOW THAT THANKSGIVING is out of 
the way and the calendar is headed lickety- 
split for Christmas and the new year, King 
Winter has put in a few licks, as if to re­ 
mind the populace that the seasons a r e 
changing. Winter has arrived, though the | 
calendar says the event will not take place 
until Dec. 21. 
Record snowfall in the mid-South, bliz­ 
zards farther north and unseasonably low 
tem peratures almost everywhere leave 
little doubt that, for a large area of the 
nation, the long, dreary days have set in.

I can citizens. The deponent is Eugene Wal- 
lach, a stenotypist employed by the United 
Nations. According to the committee's 
counsel, Robert Morris, Wallach has been 
an open m ember of the Communist Party. 
So Senator Homer Ferguson asked him 
this question: 
“As a m em ber of the Communist Party, 
would you say, if a man was a member, 
he was an espionage agent? 
“Mr. Wallach. Sir, under the F i f t h 
Amendment to the United States Constitu­ 
tion I decline to answer that question. 
“Senator O’Conor. Have you ever been 
engaged 
in 
any 
subversive 
activities 
against the United States Government? 
“Mr. 
Wallach. 
Sir, 
under the Fifth 
Amendment to the United States Constitu­ 
tion I must decline to answer that quesion. 
I don t consider that—well, my answer 
stands at that.” 
An American is entitled under the Con­ 
stitution to claim immunity from self-in­ 
crimination. He is free to avoid perjury by 
insisting that the Fifth Amendment to the 
Constitution gives him the right to refuse to 
answer at all on the ground that to answer 
truthfully would be a confession of guilt. 
While evercising that right, the deponent 
has no way of preventing other citizens 
from accepting such a defense as an ad­ 
mission of anything from an error of judg­ 
ment to participation in a crime. 
When a man is asked, for instance, 
whether he is now engaged in espionage 
against his own country and he cannot an­ 
swer 
No! 
without danger of being held 
for perjury if nothing worse, then he has 
admitted guilt in the eyes of the public 
even if the guilt cannot be proved by the 
rules of evidence in a court. And whenever 
there is a conflict between public opinion, 
in such a country as ours, and judicial de­ 
cision, public opinion prevails. 
Herbert Brownell. Jr., as Attorney Gen­ 
eral, will face this situation. The propagan­ 
da against the Smith Act and the McCarran 
Act by so-called liberals, who are really 
acting as protectors of Communists a n d 
other subversives, does not count for much 
because public opinion demands an imme­ 
diate house cleaning as regards Commu­ 
nists, subversives and other vermin. That 
is one reason why Eisenhower was elected.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 — 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, and the rest 
of us, will find out promptly how 
much weight he .still carries with j 
his fellow Republicans if he tries 
to block President - elect Dwight j 
Eisenhower’s appointment of Mar­ 
tin P. Durkin as secretary of la­ 
bor. 
Durkin, like any other man nam­ 
ed for a Cabinet job by the Presi­ 
dent, cannot take it unless the Sen­ 
ate approves. And when his name 
comes up for consideration in the 
new Republican - controlled Con­ 
trolled Congress, Taft could fight 
him and, through him, Eisenhow­ 
er. 
That would provide an early test 
between the general and the sen­ 
ator A victory for Taft would, in 
effect, be Taft telling Eisenhower: 
“ Brother, if you want to do bus­ 
iness, you’re going to have to do it 
through me.’’ 
Durkin, a 58-year-old Democrat 
who voted against Eisenhower, is 
a leader of the AFL, which also 
opposed the general 
and called 
for the full repeal of Taft’s own 
pet legislation, the Taft Hartley la­ 
bor law 
Taft denounced the selection of 
Durkin as “ incredible.“ He said 
some other things too, none of 
them complimentary. Republicans 
around the country seemed dis­ 
mayed by this frontal assault on 
Eisenhower’s judgment 
s e v e n 
weeks before he took office. 
Yet, they seemed reluctant to ad­ 
mit this Taftian attack meant a 
split between him and the Presi­ 
dent-elect. But a big question needs 
answering if this w asn’t a split and 
a warning to Eisenhower of trouble 
ahead: 
Just how many times does Eis­ 
enhower have to take a tongue- 
lashing from Taft, the man whom 
he defeated for the Republican 
presidential nomination, before re­ 
lations between them can be con­ 
sidered split? 
After Taft’s outburst Tuesday, 
Republicans must be asking them­ 
selves: Is Taft going to do to Eis­ 
enhower what he did to President 
Truman? And where will that leave 
them four years from now’ when 
election comes around again?

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Few Oppose Municipal Court 
For City, Lions Club Is Told 


10th Birthday 
Of A-Energy 
Is Observed 
CHICAGO, Dec. 3—if*—The first 
controlled atomic chain reaction 
was released 10 years ago Tues­ 
day. 
Marking the anniversary, Dr. 
Arthur H. Compton who directed 
the fateful experiment, said “the 
great significance of nuclear ener­ 
gy” is not the A-bomb. 
It “seems to me to be as the 
source 
of 
useful 
power,” 
Dr. 
Compton, chancellor of Washington 
University 
at 
S. 
Louis, 
told a 
luncheon of the Chicago Associa­ 
tion of Commerce and Industry. 
“Here 
I 
should 
consider 
its 
eventual importance to mankind 
to be hardly less than that of fire.” 
Dr. Compton was scientific di­ 
rector of the metallurgical project 
which created the first atomic pile 
at the University of Chicago during 
World War II. 
In direct charge of the pile ex­ 
periment conducted on a squash 
court under the west stand of the 
Stagg Field Stadium was Dr. En­ 
rico Fermi who gave the directions 
which put the nuclear reaction into 
play, and it was his slide rule 
which computed that it was self- 
sustaining. 
Compton, recalling the scene, 
said the power released in the first 
pile test “ was only half a w a tt- 
infinitesimal in comparison with 
the atomic power that at Hanford, 
Wash., has now. for more than 
eight years, 
been 
heating 
the 
streams of water flowing into the 
Columbia River.”

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Council Passes New Measures 
While Taking Breathing Spells 


Breaking the trend of things at 
times to argue over the city dump 
and problems of the police depart­ 
ment, City Council at its Tuesday 
night meeting passed five ordi­ 
nances. 
The measures and details re­ 
lated to their approval were as 
follows: 
(1) An ordinance to transfer $500 
from the general fund to “the fund 
for police supplies and incidental 
fund for the department of police.” 
The original request was for $800. 
Safety Director C. 0. Leist ex­ 
plained th« additional money was 
needed because of the expense of 
radio repairs, equipment and fuel 
for the police cruisers and to meet 
other needs before the end of the 
year. Counrilmen George Crites 
and John Robinson both questioned 
Leist and Crites told him: 
• * * 


‘‘THE POUCI 
department 
is 
going to have to in c vuthin its ap­ 
propriation next year even if we 
have to cut the department down to 
one man.” 
The measure was passed on first 
reading. 
City Solicitor George Gerhardt 
urged a new system be devised so 
funds would be better designated, 
thus eliminating as much as pos­ 
sible the need for such terms as 
“ incidentals.” He said such terms 
were too general. 
(2) An ordinance to t r a n s f e r 
$1,500 from the auto street repair 
fund to the labor fund of the serv­ 
ice department. It was p a s s e d 
without discussion 
(3) An ordinancr that called for 
a fund transfer involving pay for 
special policemen and overtime. 
It was the center for one of the 
night's main discussions before 
passage. 
(4) An ordinance raising the fees 
for building permits. The new scale 
ranges from $1 to a top of $10, de­ 
pending upon the estimated valua­
